DESPERATE DODGES, _ 


Methods Adopted by the Republican 
Committee to Win New York. 


Legal Quibbling, “Moral Suasion” and 
Every Art Known to Political Warfare to 
be Invoked—Hypothetical Post Offices 
Scattered With a Lavish Mand—An Inter- 
view With Mr. Evarts. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, November 10.—The managers of the 
Republican Committee, under the personal leader- 
shipof James G. Blaine, are making desperate 
efforts to steal the vote of New York and, by means 
of money and promises of official patronage, are 
seeking to debauch canvassers of election to appear 
before county boards of canvassers and attempt to 
correct the returns. Allday yesterday secret con- 
ferences were held in the rooms of the 
National Republican Committee, Stephen B. 
Elkins, S. Fessenden, Monopolist Jones 
and others being present. Precisel y 


what was done is not made public, but at 5 o'clock 
the following dispatch was flashed over the 
Western Union wires: 

“ROOMS OF THE NATIONAL REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE. | 

. “New York, November 9, 84. | 

‘The committee is confident that the official count 
will give us New York and elect Blaine and Logan. 

““S. FESSENDEN, Secretary.” 

A few moments afterward a dis- 
patch was sent to a trusty . Republican, 
At Glencoe, L. L, as follows: “Have al! the Re- 
publican inspectors present at the meeting of the 
county canvassers on Tuesday. Don't fail.’ 

A similar dispatch was seut to every county in the 
State, and it was passed along the Blaine line that 
every county return is to challenged, and 
plenty of canvassers are prepared to swear 
to errors in the count, so as to change the 
already verified and certified returns. It was 
reported by persons in a position to know that, be- 
fore the dispatch was sent out, there was a meeting 
of the Republican managers at which Jay Gould, 
his son George and ex-Governor Cornell were pres- 
ent. The conference was private, and it took but a 
Short time to transact the business. Mr. Jones was 
seen shortly afterward atthe Windsor Hotel. A 
party of gentlemen were in the room, and 
their laughter could be heard in 
the haliway outside.

New Yorks, November 10.—Forsome weeks past 
society circles have been agitated by reports recard- 
ing the financial losses of Mr. Wiliiam K. and Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt and their probable movements 
in copsequence of the same. It has been 
stated that the superb mansion of Mr. William K. 
Vanderbilt, at Fifth Avenue and Fifty-second 
street, was for sale, and that he intended 
leaving very soon for Europe with his family for a 
long stay. These statements are now asstrenuousily 
denied as they were for some weeks affirmed. But 
itis generally known that William K. Vanderbilt 
has sunk some $5,000,000 in Wall Street the past two 


years, and that his father, in consequence, lately 
granted hirn a pension of $70,000a year. Mr. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt is also said to have lost 
large amounts, but his fortune has 
not been as seriously impaired as that of his brother 
and he has not ulred, in consequence, his 
father’s assistance. He arrived last week from Eu- 
rope with his family and is now settled in the city 
for the winter.

People at this distance from the seat of war in 
New York are much perplexed by the conflicting

A duplicate copy of the returns, as signed by the 
judges, was filed that night with the town clerk of 


the town or township in which 
they served, and another duplicate with 
the clerk of the county in whch

livered tothe “supervisor” or what might here be 
known as the “county judge” of the district. The 
respective press associations secured their figures 
on Tuesday night and Wednesday from any of these 
five sources of information, and, as advices now 
show, all of these figurestallied. The returns as 
flied with the county and town clerks became pub- 
lic records at once and have been open since to the 
view of anybody who wanted toseethem. From 
all of these conditions it is pretty safe to 
deduce first, that the totals as made by Western 
Union, the Baltimore and Ohio, the National Com- 
mittee, the Albany Journal and the New York Sun 
correctly represent the returns as signed by the 
judges of election on Tuesday evening.

HOW MAY THIS RESULT BE CHANGED? 
To-morrow morning the Supervisors or.‘*Couny 
Judges,” as we might cali them here, of each 
county meet at the county seat, bringing with them 
the returns placed in their bands by the election 


judges. Itis the duty of these supervisors to ex- 
amine the returns and determine if 
there have been any omissions or 
other important clerical errars. - in the 


form of report. [fsuch clerical error is rent, 
they may send the return back to the judges for cor- 
rection, but in correcting it the judges cannot make 
any alteration which changes the result as they 
fouad and declared it on election day. The Board 
of Canvasser, or Supervisors, when all the returns 
are found to be in proper shape, must tabulate tne 
totais just as they flad them, and after footing them 
up must forward this exhibit of the county vote to 
the State Board of Canvassers at Aibany. If repre- 
sentatives of either party appear before the Board 
of Canvassers and represent: that 
the vote was different from that shown by 
the returns, or that fraud was perpetrated at the 
election in any of the districts, they canvassers 
are powerless in the premises, and must refuse to 
do anything but to accept the figures as they find 
them. So it is with the State Board of Canvassers. 
hey must take the reports from the county boards 
just as they find them, must tabniate them, musi 
find which electors received @ plurality of the votes, 
and must issue certificaces of election tothem, even 
though gatisfied that the figures are fraudulent. 
the oniy recourse left to the party 
which claims to have been defrauded 
by a false count or by improper votes is to wait un- 
til the certificate of electionis issued, and to pro- 
ceed by quo warranto to inquire into the conditions 
by which the alleged piurality was secured. These 
proceedings may be had in either a Circuit Court or 
an Appellate Court. 
FROM ALL OF THIS 


it would at first glance be argued that since the 


figures as originally declared by the judges of elec- 
tion showed a plurality for Cleveland, and since the 
canvassers are bound to accept the ficures as they 
find them, then the Cleveland electors are certain 
of receiving the certificates. This, however, is 
not at allacertainty, If, for Instance, some of the 
supervisors to whom the returns are delivered 
should alter the figures in the interest of Mr, Blaine 
ihe canvassing boards would be compelled to accept 
these altered figures, aud if the alterations were 
large enough to overcome the present Cleveland 
plurality, as of course they would be if it were at- 
tempted at all, the Biaine electors could demand 
their certificates of the canvassing board, and the 
Cleveland men would have to seek a court remedy. 

From all of this it is fair to argue 
that the only course that can 
prevent the Cleveland electors from securing the 
certificates is an alteration of the returns after they 
were delivered up by the judges. As to charges of 
fraud, they can find no place or hearing save in the 
courts after the certificates have been issued. These 
statements are based on the clear provisions of. the 
New York statutes andthe decisionsof the New 
York courts.

FORTIFYING A CITY.

How Cairo is Being Protected Against 
the River. 

- Major Ernst of the Engineering Depart- 
ment returned today from Cairo, IIL, 
where he passed Saturday inspecting 
the operations which are now going on there to pro- 
tect that town against floods and which are under 
his direction. The total appropriation for the work 
was $50,000,0f which only$20,000 has as yet been used. 
The labor chiefly consists in repairing the embank- 
ment on the west side of the city, which was built 
against the water many years ago by the Cairo Land 
Company, and which it is now necessary 
to strenethen for a distance of 4,000 feet, in many 
places the river having washed through and cut off 
portions of it. Although it has been fixed 
repeatedly the spasmodic and character 
of the efforts to make it permanent have not devel- 


oped much confidenee in it, but when the present 
work is finished the Major thinks the city 
will be safe from the encroachments 


of the Mississippi. The plan now being followed is 
to lay a mattress, 120 feet wide, of willow saplings 
and brush below the low water mark, and then 
piace upon it just enough stone to 
sink it. Being constantly covered with 
water the wood composing the mattress is secured 
from the alterations and changes incident to the 
sun's heat and alternate wetting and drying, and as 
& result retains its strength and soundness 
for all time. The saplings are procured 
about twenty-five miles from the city and are gen- 
erally of willow, 8 inches at the butt and about 35 
inches long. Above the low-water mark layers of 
broken rock are placed upon the embankment, 
which is generally of an alluvial soil. e 
mattress has now been laid a distance of 3,000 feet, 
and it is expected to have it all down in two weeks. 
‘With the 139 men now engaged, it is thought every- 
thing will be complete the first of December.

THEN AND NOW, 

This is an eminently proper time to remind 
our Republican friends of an episode in Ameri- 
can history which some of them seem to have 
quite forgotten and al] of them seem. disposed 
toignore. The reminder may serve to explain, 
to Republican critics, the keen vigilance and 
stern determination with which Democrats are 
watching proceedings in New York, 

In 1876 Samvur. J. TILDEN and THoMAS A. 
HENDRICKS were elected President and Vice- 
President of the United States. For the first 
twenty-four hours after the announcement of 
the verdict, the election was frankly con- 
ceded by all; then, however, the Republican 
leaders issued orders to their subordinates to 
“claim everything,” and the claim was finally 
located in certain Southern States where the 
political machinery was most completely in Re- 
publican hands. The result was that impudent 
and shameless conspiracy by which the Ameri- 
can people were cheated out of their deliberate 
choice at the polls, and an indelible stain fixed 
upon the American name and nation. This 
conspiracy was openly confessed by the man 
whom it thrust into the Presidency. The Louis- 
iana Returning Boardjand the Electoral Commis- 
sion which supplemented and consummated 
that immortal infamy, gave the electoral vote 
of the State to the Republican national candi- 
dates, but one of the first acts of Mr. Hares 
was to recognize the election of NICHOLLS, the 
Democratic nominee for Governor, though 
PACKARD, the Republican nominee, had re- 
ceived several hundred more votes than the 
Republican national ticket! In other words, 
the Republican party acknowledged the Presi- 
dential fraud as soon as it had been successfully 
perpetrated, and for four years the country 
was compelled to endure a Presidential usurper, 
who did not hesitate to enjoy the fruits of the 
colossal crime, though he was willing to ex- 
pose it. 

Democrats submitted patiently—perhaps too 
patiently—to the grievous wrong thus _in- 
flicted; but their submission was accompanied 
by a firm resolve that any attempt to repeat 
this wrong would be resisted to the bitter end. 
Republicans, while profiting by [the usurpation, 
despised the insurper; and Mr. Hayes, though 
he had been a respectable President, was, at the 
expiration of his term, dismissed into the 
obscurity of private life with undis-. 
guised contemvt by those who had 
made him contemptible. Republicans doubt- 
less hoped, may possibly have believed, that by 
thus dropping their tool their centennial work 
would be forgotten. It never will be forgotten 
while grass grows and water runs on American 
soil. Itis burned deep into the popular con- 
sciousness, there to remain forever as a blister- 
ing memory and @ warning example. 

In 1884, GROVER CLEVELAND and THOMAS 
A. HENDRICKS are elected President and Vice 
President of the United States, In New York, 
the decisive State, the vote is close; but there 
isno reasonable doubt that the Democratic 
nominees have a sufficient plurality, and were 
it not for the defeated candidate and his lieu- 
tenants the result would be universally accept- 
ed and the public mind allowed to resume its 
norma] condition. Mr. BLAINE andthe Na- 
tional Republican Committee have apparently 
lost sight of the important fact that 
this is not 1876, but 1884; that the State 
upon which the contest hinges is not 
Louisiana, but New York; that the

What Success or Defeat Cost the 
+ Local Candidates. 
diccdseiiatiiiiltinashinds 
How Some Gentlemen Paid Thousands of 


Under—A Peep Into the Committee Cash 
* Books--What a Campaign Costs. 


Now that the smoke of battle has cleared away 
the question naturally arises how much it cost the 
defeated local candidates to be defeated, and how 
much it cost the successful candidates to be elected. 
In the first piace it may be generally conceded that 
a@ great deal of money was spent in the election, 
coming up in the whole to a great many thousand 
dollars, seventy-five per cent of which at least went 


}among the “approachable” classes of the commu- 


nity. while not more than a quarter of 


the whole went for the paying for ballots, printing, 
headquarters rent, and the like. 

To give an idea \\ow cainpaivns are conducted, a 
Post-Dispatcu reporter called on Mr. Michael Foers- 
tei this morniag at the Union Market and told him 
that it was currently reported about town that his 
unsuccessful candidacy for the office of Sheriff had 
cost him in the neighborhood of $9,000. 

“It - said Mr. Foerstel; 
Me ee did not cost me _é quite 
half of that. ou can put the figure at about $4.- 
000 and be much nearer the truth. Still it isn’t the 
money part of the race that | think about. but the 
queer treatment tiiat I got at the hands of men 
who claim to be Republicans. It seemed to me that 
every prominent Republican in this city had made 
arrangements to get a deputy appointed to the 
Sheriff's office, and you would hardly believe 
how many’come to me asking me to pledge places 
to their friends, as a condition for their working for 
me. Why if I had madeali the pledges asked of

Judge Rombauer is said to have paid $1,000 to the

more, making $2,000 in all. This contribution took 
rather the shape of a voluntary offer on Judge 
Rombauer'’s part than an assessment. 

Mr. Jay L. Torrey paid $1,000 to the Republican 
Central Committee and spent about $1,500 or $2,000 
more inthe campaign, the latter amount being 
nearer the truth than the former. Thus his expenses 
will foot up about $3,500, it is alleged. 

Mr. Daniel Dillon, the successful candidate spent 
in assessments and volumlary levies about the 
same amount. 

Mr. Ashley Clover was assessed $800, and his 
father, Jedve Clover, contributed $1,000 to the 
campaign fund. Adding to this a few hundreds 
for campaign expenses, and the total will mount up 
to about $2.500. 

Mr. Paxon’s assessment was $750; other expenses 
estimated about $7°0 more; total in the nehbor- 
hood. of $1.500. It cost Mr. McDonald about $500 in 
all to defeat Mr. Sullivan, and it cost Mr. Sullivan 
about $300 to be defeated for the office of Assistant 
Circuit Attorney. 

The candidates for Public Administrrtor amd Cor- 
oner on the Democratic ticket were each assessed 
about $1,000.

A CHANGE IN VOTING. 


Prominent Kepublicans Who Dislike the 
Electoral College. 

Never before has the public mind been so forcibly 
turned to consider the inconsistencies of the electo- 
ral system. Men who, though public spirited citi- 
zens, hag given the matter but a passing thought 
have now determined that it is an evil that “threat- 
ens the security of our institutions,” that 


phrase now being the regular expression, being as 
frequently heard in the crowds betore the builetins 
as any other political opinion. Heretofore, proba- 
bly as a result of the continued success of the Repub- 
lican party, but little denunciation has come from 
any but the Democrats. Now, however, the gar- 
ments clothe the other limb and the Republicans are 
loudly exclaiming against the ‘existence of 
the college, which, it now seems Ww them, 
has been nothing but a menace through all the 
years of our national life. None of its advantages 
presents itself in a favorable light, and there is an 
admixture of pity in the consideration which they 
bestow upon the old forefataers, whose wisdom 
gave birth to the electoral place. Whether the 
simp'e majority of the popular vote should be al- 
luwed to decide the question, or whether some more 
complicated arrangement would not be necessary 
to act something like a _ balance wheel, 
is what none of the discontented are prepared to 
say. Butthereis no doubt that more than one 
member of the several parties hus found the same 
defects as ex-Senator Rogers, Assistant Oustodian 
of the Custom House, who thus expressed himself 
to-day toa Post-DispaTcH reporter while the re- 
turns were being speculated upon. 

‘I do not think that any one can vote the national 
ticket as long as I have without perceiving that the 
annoyances caused busy voters prevent the 
ee use of the ballot at every election where the 

residential electors figure. The American people 
are the most intelligent voters in the world, but it is 
fair to presume that that a great many of those who 
exercise the privilege of November in every four 
years have nota too clear idea of the intricate 
political machinery that makes the electors the 
spokesmen of a nation. This imperfect knowledge of 
the methods of selecting our rulers is not ‘the un- 
fortunate property of any one class of men. It ex- 
ists as weil among the rich as the poor.and, in fact, I 
bave seen many mechanics and artisans far beyond 
their employers in the understanding which makes 
them intelhgent voters; andonly yesterday a pro- 
fessional friend of mine wanted to know how many 


electoral votes Butler would have. This 
slight grasp of the details of 
the system operates, I have 


no doubt, in practically disfranchising many a vot 
er. If aman to-day comesto the poilsin a hurry- 
and wants to vote for the Democratic President and 
the Republican State ticket, he must write the six- 
teen naines of the electors on the Republican State 
ticket or do pasting that takes time and probably a 
search for the materials. There are any numer of 
yoters whodo not care to take that time that 
doubtless simply substitute the name 
of their Presicteutial candidate 
and cast the ballot regardiess of tho fact that by 
not ehanging the names cf ajh the electors they 
have nullitied the effect of the vole. If tbe majority 
plan were in vogue with vo national names but 
those of the President and Vice-/’resident, all taat a 
person would need to do what he failed to accom- 
plish in the other case, would simpiy be to substi- 
tute two names. In this ooe respect | think a 
change to the majority would make it inuch easier 
for a man to express his preference in selecting 
his names from tw or Lhree tickets.”’

The Bedy Impanneled To-day—Some Criti- 
cisms by Judge Van Wagoner, 

The Grand Jury for the November term of the 
Criminal Court was selected and instructed by Judge 
Van Wagoner to-day, and at noon eutered upon its 
duties. The jury is composed of the following gen- 
tlemen: Juseph W. Branch, foreman; Frank F. 
Heuseier, E. E. Samuel, A. F. G. Meyer, F. L. John- 
son, Charles Schmeiding, F. L. Ridgely, Meyer Gold, 
smith, F, F. Shickle, 8. A. ' Be- 
min, F F. Brooks, P. 4H. §Shirmer. 


The instructions of the Court were yery lengthy, but 
not proportionately interesting to the general pub- 
lic. After calling the attention of the jury to the 
fish and game sections and numerous provisions of 


law which must be referred to by statutory provi- 
sion, he discussed the duties o the 
y in relation to finding indictments, 


He repeatedly warned them to lay aside all preju- 
dice, and remember the solemn oath taken by each 
juror, He counsetled them not to suffcr any one to 
interfere with or advise them regarding their work. 
Among other practices which he conymented upon 
was the return of indictment against persone with- 
out a full list of the witnesses examined in the case, 
Qn this point he referred to one case in whicha 
bo, name had been inserted instead of the name 
of the real prosecuting witness. The Oourt did not 
hesitate to.condemn this as unfair. Judge Van 
Wagoner asked the jury to -hold morning sessions 
as an accommodation to the police 
department. In this connection he paid Chief 
Harrigan and the department a high compliment. 
Atthe discharge of the last Grand Jury Judge 
Van Wagoner made a sharp address to that body 
on transcending their duties. This in view of the 
fact that the ort was complimentary to the 
Court was inexplicable. To-day, when the Judze 
referred to this occurrence. which 
was very generally discussed about the Four Courts, 
he was listened to with grest attention. The Court 
said that, although the report was complimentary

BIGGER THAN OPERAS. 


A Country Where Death is Preferable to 
Missing the Circus, 

Louis E. Cooke, the press agent of Cole's circus, 
who has jist returned from the East,where he went 
at the close of tbe season, was chatting to-day with 
a Post-Dispatcen reporter about the incidents of the 
trip in the Northwest where a full-grown circus and 
menagerie is a new thing. 

“We passed through Montana, Washington Terri- 
tory, Oregon, and British Columbia, where the 
people had never seer a circus and menagerie be 
fore. Even Portiand had never been blessed with a 
menagerie and you ought to have seen the people 
look at the animals. The lowest price charged in 
our Nortuwest trips was $1, and 60 cents addition- 
ai for reserved seats. In some places we charged 
$1 50 with the additional 30 ceuts. These were con- 
sidered low prices and we billed them as something 
extraordinory. Itwas worth the trip to see the 
people. Before the circus came to the town they 
were saying, “Oh, well, of course, they put 
these things on the posters, but they 
dou’t show ‘em, and when the procession passed 
along the street, their hands went up and their 
eyes opened. In one town of 4,000 inhabitants, we 
took in over $8,000. Every man, woman and child 
went, andali of the country people for miles 
around. I remember we were sticking up our 100 
foot poster in one town, on a livery stable. The 
owner was watching the sections as they were 
posted, and was commenting in_ astonishment on 
each feature. Finally the big elephant went up, and 
he threw up his hands and yelled, “Great Gosh, is 
thar an elephant, too?’ They had _ never 
seen an elephant in that country before. Why Jat a 
town called Dials a fellow committed suicide—’ 

“Hold on now, thac’s enough; don't give me any 
such stuff as that.” 

“It is a fact, as Iam a living man. A young fellow 
living about sixteen miles from Dials committed sui- 
cide Secnee he could’t go to the circus. Every one 
in his neighborhood who had any money went and 
he was leit behind because he couldn't raise the 
cash. He shot himself and left a note stating that 
life was not worth living if he 
could - not see the show. It is an 
honest fact and was reported in the village news- 
paper.” 

How were expenses up that way?” 

“Lighter than in the States. There was less post- 
tng: the newspaper bills were lighter, and every- 
thing except railroad fare was smaller, and that 
was very high. There seemed to be pienty of money 
and the people seem prosperous up that way. 
Cireuses, though, aré bigger than operas up that 
way,” 


KESISTING PAYMENT. 


Chas. L. Hunt Fighting Special Tax Bills 
for Street Repairs. 
Charles L. Hunt brought suit to-day against the 


Barber Asphalt Paving Company, the result 
of which will be watched with 
interest by all property holders 


on Pine and Locus’ streets who have not paid their 
special tax bills. The petition states that the plaint- 
vr is the owner of fourteen jiots on Pine street and 
thirteen on Lucas avetue between Ninteenth street 
and Jefferson avenue.

Mr. Hunt claims 
the bills are ijlegai, and prays wder of court 
to have them produced and can ' The reasons 
assigned are that the act of the Municipal Assembly 
approved 27th March. 1853, was in violation of cer- 
tain provisions of the City Charter, and hence 
void, 

The petition sfates that in the first place the bill 
was not read and signed as required by the char- 
ter, and secondly, it was not presented to the Mayor 
for his signature, and returned within ten days to 
the House, and the ordinance passed by the Assem- 
bly was not the ordinance signed by the Mayor. 

Under this ordinance the Board of Public Improve- 
ments advertised for bids todo the work contem- 
plated inthe above ordinance. Under the condi- 
tions imposed by the Board it is 
aileged that no one was in a _ posi- 
tion to - do the work called for 
except the Barber Company, they holding letters 
patent for that specific ciass of work, It is further 
claimed that the property was not taxed for the 
actual value of the work put before it, but simply ina 
ratioto its frontage, and this irrespective of the 
curbing and other materials moved and replaced. 
The suit will test the validity of these bills and 
hence is a very important one,

BATH ETIQUETTE. 


Great Diversity in Various Countries. 


. 
From the Priladelphia Record. 


Apart altogether from the wide differences. 
between the description of bath used by var- 
ious natiemattsies-—d ifferences dependent some- 
what upon climate—there isalso great diversit 
in the etiquette surrounding the bath. In 
western Europe, England, and the United 
States the private bath-room is usually occu- 
pied by one individual at a time; but the eti- 
queite of sea-bathing in England dffers widely 
trom that of this country; which has adopted 
the bathing customs of the continent of Eu- 
rope, or, rather, those of France, In England 
the beach of a seaside resort exhibits several 
ranues of little wooden houses on wheels, called 
‘‘bathing-machines,’ The proprietors or at- 
tendants, who have an office near, are on the 
lookout for bathers, and for a small sum give 
the bather the exclusive right to a machine, 
which is immediately drawn into the water to 
a convenient depth for a plunge, The bathing- 
machines for men are always separated by a 
cousiderable distance from those for women. 
who always wear a bathing dress consis of 
a long loose gown. The men wear a waist-cloth 
or nothing, according to the measure of their 
own prudery or thatof the town authorities. 
Most bathing-machines have a hood which can 
be let down so as to secure privacy, and the 
very prudish of both sexes stay inside its pro- 
tective folds. The sexes never associate while 
in the water, so that sea-bathing in England 
seems a solemn affair to the young men and 
women of this country, who love the sea bath 
for the chances it affords for flirtation and ex- 
hibition of physical proportions. Sirens and 
ludy-killers have but scant opportunities at 
Brighton or Hastings compared with those they 
enjoy at Long Branch or Cape May. The lat- 
ter are restricted to watching, glass to eye,from 
the promenade or the hotel windows, the 
capers of the former as they _ coyly 
crouch at the edge of the tide, or float far out 


upon the wave. There can be no romp- 
ing and dipping, no close i ction of 
sinewy or graceful contours, no admiration of 


artistic abbreviation of costume; but, to make 
some slight amends, Old Neptune flirts with 
the long blue dresses and lifts them past pru- 
dery line. 

In Japan they have no nonsensical prudery. 
Men and women bathe together, and a man 
does not scruple tv introduce his friend of his 
own sex to his wife or daughter as all stand 
vestureless in the water. Properly interpreted 
this shows that a Japanese husband has more 
confidence in his wife and more in his friend 
than any Celt, Teuton, or Angio-Saxon has yet 
developed. If the confidence is warranted by 
the want of results, this absence of prudery is a 
decided step toward a higher civilization. If 
Asmodeus or some imp could reveal to the 
thoughtful critic the private lives of the bath- 
ers of America, France, England, and Japan, it 
would be possible to ascertain which of these 
codes of bathing etiquette is associated with 
most correct and purest lives; but as the data 
are not all accessible each of us draw the con- 
clusion he pleases.

EATING BEFORE SLEEPING. 


A Journalist's Experience of Value to 
Mankind in General. 
D. M. Stone in New York Journal of Commerce, 


The notion is widely prevalent that it is un- 
healthy to eat late at night or just before re- 
tiring. This came from the severe denuncia- 
tion of “late suppers” contained in nearly all 
the old popular works on diet. The argument 
in these publications was not directed against 
the food ata late hour in the day, but against 
what was involved in a late supper, at a period 
when the revelers slipped from their chairs and 
spent the night under the table, or were carried 
by waiting lackeys insensible to their beds. 

It was the midnight debauch that was the 
object of attack, and even here it was less the 
gluttony than the drunkenness which alarmed 
the doctors and called forth their reprehensions. 
A man may induce apopten by gorging him- 
self with food at any hour of the day, but the 
bottle after bottle of heady wine or the bowls 
of hot punch at the evening revel were what 
did the business for most who ran a brief ca- 
reer of dissipation to an untimely grave, 

Man is the only animal that can be taught to 
sleep quietly on an omy stomach, The 
brute creation resent all efforts to coax them 
to such 4 violation to the laws of nature. | The 
lion roars in the forest until he has found his 
prey, and when he has devoured it he sleeps 
over until he needs aanother meal; The horses 
will paw all night in the stable, and the pi 
will squeal in the pen, refusing all rest ial 
sleep until they are fed. The animals which 
chewthe cud have their own provision fora 
late meal just before dropping off to their 
night's slumbers. .Man can train himself to 
the habit of sleeping without a meal, but only 
after long years of practice. As he comes in- 
to the world nature is too strong for him, and 
he must be fed before he will sleep. A 
child’s stomach is sma!l, and .when perfectly 
filled, if no sickness disturbs it, sleep follows 
naturally and inevitably. As digestion goes on, 
the stomach begins toempty. A single fold in 
it will make the little ant a2 restless; two will 
waken it, and if itis hushed again to repose 
the nap is short, and three folds put an end*to 
the slumber. P oric or other narcotic may 
close its eyes again, but without either food or 
some stupyfying drug it will not sleep, no mat 
ter how healthy it may be. Noteven an angel 
who learned the art of minstrelsy in a celestial 
choir can sing a babe to sleep on an empty 
stomach. 

We use the oft-quoted illustration, ‘‘Sleeping 
as sweetly as an infant,” because this slumber 
of a child follows immediately after its stomach 
is completely filled with wholesome food. The 
sleep which comes to adults long hours after 
partaking of food, and when the stomach is 
nearly or quite empty, is not after the type of 
infantile repose. here is all the differenee in 
the world between the sleep of refreshment and 
the sleep of exhaustion. 

To sleep well, the blood that swells the veins 
in the head during our busy hours must flow 
back, leaving a greatly diminished volume be- 
hind the brow that lately throbbed with such 
vehemence, To digest well this blood is needed 
at the stomach and near the fountains of life. 
It is a fact established beygnd the possibility of 
contradiction, that sleep aids digestion, and 
that the process of digestion is conducive to re- 
freshing sleep. It needs no argument to con- 
vince us of this mutual relation. The drowsi- 
ness which always follows a well-ordered meal 
is itself a testimony of nature to this inter-de- 
pendence, 

The waste of human life by the neglect of 
the lesson is very*great. The daily wear and 
tear of the body might be restored more fully 
than it usually is if this simple rule was not 
systematically violated. Sleepis wonderfully 
rative, but it may be shorn of half its
